(Explanation of Cover Design) 


The month of September is dedicated in particular to the 
veneration of the holy Angels. To praise God and to serve 
mankind is the blissful occupation of these heavenly spirits. The 
first office, that of praising God, is thus described by St. John 
in the Apocalypse: “And I beheld, and I heard the voice of 
many Angels round about the throne, and the living creatures, 
and the ancients, and the number of them was thousands of 
thousands, saying with a loud voice: The Lamb that was slain 
is worthy to receive power, and Divinity, and wisdom, and 
strength, and honor, and glory, and benediction” (v. 11-12). 

The angels form the choir of the Church Triumphant, but 
since the same “Lamb that was slain” is really and substantially 
present upon the altar, unceasing “glory and benediction” is due 
Him also in the Church Militant. It was revealed to St. Mechtilde 
that three thousand angels from the seventh choir, the Thrones, 
are in devout attendance where the Most Blessed Sacrament is 
reserved. There they hymn the unceasing “Sanctus, Sanctus, 
Sanctus, — Holy, Holy, Holy,” which is their eternal song of 
praise before the Throne of the Most High. St. Chrysostom 
assures us that the holy angels, in vast numbers, surround the 
holy altar when the Adorable Sacrifice of the Mass is being 
offered. 

The Blessed Sacrament affords the holy angels ineffable joy; 
they delight to be near the altar whereon their Lord and their 
God immolates Himself for love of mankind. Besides offering 
praise, adoration, thanksgiving to the Hidden God concealed in 
the Sacred Host, the holy angels also render atonement for the 
indifference of men. This thought is beautifully expressed in the 
official prayer for the success of the International Congress in 
Manila which invokes our Lord “from the holy tabernacle where 
ministering angels adore and make amends for our ingratitude.”

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The Mission of the Holy Angels 


According to the teaching of St. Thomas Aquinas 





T. THOMAS teaches that the holy angels have power 
over the evil spirits, and his doctrine is substantiated 
by that of St. Augustine, who says: “The angels who 
sinned and relinquished true life will be governed by 
the pious, just and good angels.” Pope St. Gregory 
teaches that the angels are sovereigns, subjugating the 
adverse powers, and that the celestial spheres and all material things 
are governed by them. They guide even human understanding, which 
is enlightened and strengthened through the representations of truth 
by means of sensible impressions. While the angels cannot govern 
our will, for it is perfectly free, they can incite us and exhort us to 
good by means of these representations of truth. They can likewise 
appeal to us interiorly as did the angel who in a dream bade Joseph 
take unto himself his immaculate Spouse and flee into Egypt. 


Guardians and Protectors 





With regard to the mission of the holy angels in the world, St. 
Thomas teaches that they are sent by God from heaven to earth, 
entrusted with certain offices. We find many examples of this teach- 
ing in Holy Scripture, but St. Thomas quotes one in particular from 
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the Book of Exodus: “Behold I will send my angel, who shall go 
before thee and keep thee in thy journey, and bring thee into the 
place that I have prepared” (Exod. xxiii, 20). During the period 
in which the Israelites wandered in the desert, the angels protected 
and guided them, under the form of a pillar of clouds and fire. Such 
services are not opposed to the dignity of the angels, for in so do- 
ing they serve God primarily and man only secondarily. Moreover, 
in performing these offices they are neither hindered nor diverted in 
their vision of God or their contemplation of Him, for in Him their 
entire beatitude consists. The Sodomites experienced the great power 
and strength of these angels when, being completely blinded by them, 
they were burnt with fire and brimstone. The Egyptians also wit- 
nessed their power, when at the angels’ command the Red Sea en- 
gulfed and destroyed their troops. The power and strength of the 
angels were likewise manifested to the Assyrians when, in a single 
night, one hundred and eighty thousand of them were slain by an angel. 

After informing us of the mission of the holy angels, St. Thomas 
proceeds to point out the protection which they render to mankind, 
quoting the words of the Psalmist: “He hath given His angels charge 
over thee to keep thee in all thy ways. In their hands they shall bear 
thee up, lest thou dash thy foot against a stone” (Ps. xc. 11 & 12). 
The protection of the angels is a gift which we owe solely to the loving 
providence and goodness of God, who wills that not a single creature 
be lost, but that all should attain to perfect and everlasting happiness 
in heaven. For this reason God has assigned to each human soul at 
birth a particular angel as guardian, to remain with him throughout 
his life. St. Jerome overcome by this Divine condescension, cries out: 
“O great dignity of souls, to whom an angel has been given for protec- 
tion and preservation from the time of birth!” St. Augustine says: 
“Thou commandest, O Lord, Thy angels, that they keep me in all my 
ways, so that I never stumble. These are the guards of Thy new city 
Jerusalem, and of the mountains which they surround. They watch 
day and night over Thy flocks and Thy little lambs, so that not one 
of them may be mangled and devoured by the roaring lion that goeth 
about. What a great benefit Thou bestowest upon us, O Lord, in 
giving us Thy angels! Not content with giving us everything under 
heaven, Thou desirest to give us even what is part of heaven itself — 
the angels!” 

St. Thomas gives the following reasons for this provision of our 
Heavenly Father: As long as man lives he is, as it were, a pilgrim on 
the journey to his true home. Many dangers threaten him from within 
and without, according to the testimony of the Psalmist: “In this way 
wherein I walked, they have hidden a snare for me” (Ps. cxli. 4). 
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Just as experienced guides are given to travellers for their protection 
upon difficult and perilous ways, so, too, each soul is entrusted to the 
care of a guardian angel, who remains with him until he completes 
his journey to his eternal home. When finally he has reached that 
happy destination his angel is no longer guide but co-regent. 

These holy angels are usually chosen from the lowest choir, al- 
though there have been instances in which they were also appointed 
from the higher choirs. Heathens, heretics and even infidels also have 
their guardian angels, who move and exhort them to good by appealing 
to the laws of reason and to the knowledge of God through His crea- 
tures; they even preserve them from many sins. According to the 
opinion of St. Thomas, even the Antichrist will have his guardian 
angel and will thereby be prevented from accomplishing as much harm 
as he would be able to do otherwise. 

The holy guardian angels never leave the souls entrusted to their 
care entirely without their protection, for, as the evil spirit “goeth 
about as a roaring lion, seeking whom he may devour,” we continually 
need their protection. “Behold, I will send My angel who will go be- 
fore thee and bring thee into the place that I have prepared. Take no- 
tice of him and hear his voice... for he will not forgive when thou 
hast sinned.” Thus spoke God to Moses, as recorded in the Book of 
Exodus xxiii. 20, 21. However, they may be said to leave us in two 
different ways: First, by not preventing trials, tribulations, anxiety or 
even sin when these things befall us by the permission of God. Second- 
ly, they abandon us when we have reached our final destination. But 
this cannot be called abandonment, since it does not hinder them from 
seeing and knowing all that happens to us, for in a single instant they 
can be at our side. 

When we read that the angels weep, grieve, or experience such 
like emotions, we must understand this to be but a human way of 
speaking, just as we say God is angry, or regrets having created us; 
for the angels are not subject to such weakness, since they already 
possess perfect beatitude. St. John the Evangelist, in the Apocalypse 
testifies: “Death shall be no more, nor mourning, nor crying, nor 
sorrow.” The interior joy of the holy angels and: of the elect con- 
sists in this, that when a soul, by the mercy of God, attains heaven, 
they rejoice and praise and honor His mercy, for their will and joy 
are rooted in God alone. 

The holy teacher St. Thomas finally quotes the passage from the 
Book of Daniel: “The Prince of the Kingdom of the Persians resisted 
me one and twenty days; and behold Michael, one of the chief princes, 
came to help me, and I remained there by the King of the Persians” 
(Dan. x. 13), and he concludes that the holy angels at times get into

contentions because of our souls. The Prince of the Persian Kingdom, 
in the words of Pope St. Gregory, was a good angel who was com- 
missioned by God to protect this kingdom. The question might arise 
as to how one good angel can resist another. In this regard it must 
be taken into consideration that the Divine Judgment on various king- 
doms, countries and provinces, and also on certain men, will be accom- 
plished by the angels, and their actions are governed accordingly by 
the command of God. But sometimes in these various kingdoms dif- 
ferent and often entirely opposite merits or vices are found. While 
the angels do not know what God intends or commands with such 
men or kingdoms unless He sees fit to reveal it to them, they are 
occasionally of a different opinion with regard to these virtues or 
vices, and this is exemplified in the aforementioned account of the 
King of the Persians. The angels, being all of one mind and one will, 
await only the Divine command, and when this is made known to 
them, accomplish it immediately with the greatest zeal.

His Angel’s Warning 

IOVANNI, the youthful son of Count Mastai-Ferretti 
of Italy, was tenderly. devoted. to. his guardian angel. 
He loved to serve Holy Mass in the private chapel of 
his father’s palace, and gave great edification by his 
reverence in the sanctuary. One day, as he knelt on 
the altar steps, a figure appeared on the opposite side 
and beckoned to him. The boy hesitated, not wishing to show ir- 
reverence by moving about in the sanctuary. With still greater in- 
sistence he was urged to come to the other side of the altar, until 
finally he arose and went to see what was desired of him. At that 
moment a colossal statue plunged from its niche and fell a shattered 
mass on the very spot where Giovanni had been kneeling... The 
pious altar boy doubted not that it was his guardian angel who had 
saved him from a violent and sudden death. This boy was the future 
Pope Pius IX, the ardent lover of Mary, whose sublime privilege it 
was to promulgate the dogma of the Immaculate Conception.

in national and international form. In the United States, six National 
Eucharistic Congresses have been held thus far. The first was in 
Washington, D. C. in 1895; the second in St. Louis, Missouri in 1901; 
the third in New York City in 1904; the fourth in Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania in 1907; the fifth in Cincinnati, Ohio in 1911. These first 
five Congresses were held exclusively for priests. Due to the war and 
other causes, long years intervened before the holding of the sixth 
congress, which took place in Omaha, Nebraska in 1930, and in which 
for the first time the laity were permitted to take part. Now but a 
few weeks remain until the holding of the seventh National Eucharistic 
Congress in Cleveland, Ohio, which promises to be one of great mag- 
nitude and magnificence. 

September 23d, 24th, 25th and 26th will be important days, days 
of special grace, for the Catholic Church of America, — days on which 
the Catholic interests of our country will be focussed upon the city 
of Cleveland, where the central Mystery of our Faith will be the object 
of the study, the adoration and the glorification of the assembled mul- 
titudes, Surely, too, the days of the Congress will be a time when 
Heaven will bend close to our country; when the glance of the Heaven- 
ly Father will rest with special love upon that place where His beloved 
Son is being royally honored and acclaimed; when the Holy Spirit 
will pour forth the riches of His gifts in greater abundance. 

Besides appointing His Eminence, Patrick Cardinal Hayes of New 
York, as his legate to the Congress, the Holy Father has bestowed a 
mark of favor upon the Diocese by appointing a member of his own 
household, his private secretary, Monsignor Diego Venini, as the bearer 
of the Papal chalice from Rome to the Congress. 

We regret that the late date of the Congress will make it impossible 
for us to report its events in the October number of “Tabernacle and 
Purgatory,” as the magazine goes to press on the first of the month 
preceding. However, we hope that in the November issue we may be 
able to give a detailed and interesting account of this holy and im- 
portant event.

Crown its work with success, so that the love of Thy Divine Heart may 
triumph over the coldness and indifference of men. May all come 
to realize more and more the truth of Thy Real Presence in the Most 
Blessed Sacrament, so that all hearts may be inflamed with love for 
Thee, Divine Lover of souls.

< RE children capable of fulfilling the two necessary and 

py sufficient conditions for receiving Holy Communion 
worthily, namely, being in the state of grace, and hav- 
ing the proper intention? How can we doubt it? If 
a comparison must be instituted, let us allow that 
innocent children are far more likely to be in God’s 
favor than their elders, long exposed to worldly influences. It was 
of the “little child” that our Savior said, “Of such is the kingdom 
of God” (Mark x. 14; Luke xviii. 16). As for a “right motive,” the 
natural simplicity and single-mindedness of a child gives it a decided 
advantage over the more sophisticated mind, once the right kind of 
motive is presented to it in a form suited to its capacity. For a right 
intention, it must be remembered, does not involve any sublime state 
of soul, but only the absence of an unworthy reason for approaching 
the Sacrament, such as vanity, human respect, etc., and freedom from 
the irreverence of receiving the Blessed Eucharist merely as a matter 
of form, or out of “routine.” And these defects are far less to be 
feared in children than in others, owing to their common lack of self- 
consciousness. Since, then, to put it at the lowest, children are quite 
as capable as grown-up persons of producing the two necessary quali- 
fications for daily Communion, what serious spiritual reason can 
anyone allege for depriving their growing souls of so heavenly a 
nourishment? 

If the proverbial “giddiness” and inattention of children be 
brought forward as an objection, we have the words of the Roman 
Answer (September 15, 1906), expressly telling us that this objection 
is not to be greatly pressed (nimis urgenda non est). The same docu- 
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ment quotes with approval the forcible words of the late Msgr. de 
Segur on this very point: — 

“Children may and ought to communicate frequently, just as much 
as adults. Our Lord does not require from them more than they are 
capable of giving Him, and He understands this thoughtlessness which 
alarms us; but He knows equally, and far better than we do, that 
innocence is the most precious of all treasures, that Satan seeks to rob 
them of it early, and that Communion alone can protect them from the 
wiles of the enemy... For communicating.well,:it is enough to receive 
our Savior with a good will. And this children will have just as much 
as adults; and experience shows that sincerity of the most genuine 
kind is to be found in the good will of a child that has made its first 
Communion: It loves+Jesus Christ, it desires to have Him; then, why 
not give Him to the child! Very often the child is more fit to receive 
Him than ourselves who undervalue its piety. Thoughtlessness is no 
obstacle to Communion unless it be wilful... Children are giddy. 
Yes; but they are good and loving. And just on account of their need 
to love it is necessary to give love its proper nourishment. We must 
cause them to love Jesus Christ, and, for this end, place them fre- 
quently in closest intimacy with Him. Their faults, however real they 
may be, have little consistency, and it is precisely this pious practice 
(i.e., frequent Communion) which prevents these faults from becoming 
vices.” 





Effects of Frequent Holy Communion 
on the Most Savage of Savages 





MOST interesting exemplification of the influence exerted 
by the Holy Eucharist on those who partake of this 
Divine institution is recounted by a missionary priest 
of Central Africa. A very primitive and war-like tribe, 
called Mulihira, inhabit the part of Central Africa 
known as Uganda. So blood-thirsty are they that it is 
considered an honorable deed to commit murder, and 

one of the most bitter reproaches among them is to be told “You are 

a child; you have never killed anybody.” When dissensions arise and 

the plaintiff must defend himself, he first begins by telling of how many 

murders he has committed, how many huts he has burned, and then 
demands attention and consideration by declaring himself a man, wor- 
thy to be heard. Those present then acclaim him a “hero.” 

The strength to change their manner of living and to abandon 
their crude display of savage ‘valor’ is furnished the newly-baptized 
Christians in the reception of the sacraments. One of these declared 
that after having communicated he experienced this strength for two 
days; but after that he felt the need of again receiving, in order to 
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obtain the grace to continue in this more civilized state. Through this 
heavenly Food these savages have been taught to bring great sacrifices 
and to desist from their bloody revenge. 

It is but a natural consequence that the children, since they are 
systematically instructed by their parents to gain their livelihood by 
stealing, are no less savage than their elders. The philosophy of the 
Mulihira with regard to maintenance igs that since a dog understands 
how to find his own food, their children must surely have as much 
sense as an animal; hence they, too, must find their food —in what- 
soever manner they will. Through their participation of the Divine 
Banquet, these little souls have been gradually changed in this respect. 
Nearly ail children over seven years of age receive Holy Communion 
three or four times a week, even though some of them are miles 
distant from ‘the mission station. 

The fruit of this salutary practice is apparent. Among these 
native children was a boy who was quick tempered, inclined to torment 
his weaker playmates whenever the opportunity presented itself, and 
almost cruel in disposition. Severe punishments inflicted by his parents 
proved to be of no avail. Despite this, he was permitted to receive 
his first Holy Communion, and from that time he showed a marked 
improvement. He still had his quick temper and his passionate dis- 
position, but had now learned to conquer himself. One of the greatest 
punishments that could be inflicted upon him was to deprive him of 
receiving Holy Communion. ‘‘When I have been very angry,” he said, 
“TI am not allowed to receive our dear Lord.’’ 

Another incident which manifests the great longing for the Bread 
of Heaven is told, in which a little negro girl of eight years was pre- 
paring for her first Holy Communion. Three days before her great 
day she was taken seriously ill. She entreated her parents to allow 
her to go to church in this condition, and upon their refusal, her 
desire for the Holy Eucharist became even more intense. When the 
day arrived, her parents left her at home, and she grasped the oppor- 
tunity to arise and start for the mission. She had not progressed far 
when she was overcome with weakness and exhaustion. The child was 
found by some Christians who were on their way to Mass, and was 
taken back to her home. The missionary, upon hearing of it, hastened 
to bring to this little one her Lord whom she had so ardently desired 
to receive. 

If savages thus realize their great need of the Eucharistic Lord, 
how much more should we not appreciate the strength and consola- 
tion, the peace and happiness which are offered to us in this Sacrament 
of Love, and approach the Heavenly Banquet table to partake fre- 
quently, if not daily, of this Divine Food!

Vey eet) NDIFFERENCE to religion and materialism are rapidly 
yA i: spreading over the land. The very air we breathe is 
tainted by a lack of appreciation of religious truth. 
As an insidious poison it will sink into our souls, 
color our views, influence our actions, unless we are 
watchful to avail ourselves of an antidote. What shall 
be this antidote to counteract the growth of religious neglect? There 
is no better means than a constant effort to grow in the knowledge 
of our Faith and advance in its love. 

Why do so many Catholics become pe and indifferent, and 
finally lose the precious gift of faith entirely? Surely every earnest 
thinker will answer: Lack of instruction is the root of the evil. How 
is it to be remedied? Only by the religious instruction of the children. 
We have this solution of the problem from no less an authority than 
Holy Writ itself: Train up a child in the way he should go, and “when 
he is old he will not depart from it” (Prov. xxii, 6). 

The importance of early religious training can scarcely be over- 
estimated. From infancy the religious element must enter into edu- 
cation. Teach children to think, to appreciate the beauty of our holy 
Faith, and they will ever cherish its holy principles and conform their 
lives to its maxims. Long before the days of school this important 
matter of religious education must be taken up by the parents them- 
selves. Napoleon was once asked when a child’s education should 
begin. “Thirty years before its birth,” he answered, “by the educa- 
tion of its mother.” 

Experience proves that the persons who signalize themselves by 
their devotion to their Faith and the Church are sons and daughters 
who received their early training at a cherished mother’s knee. It 
is there the little ones must learn to lisp the holy names, to whisper 
the early prayers. The words and example of a parent, especially of 
a mother, exert a life-long influence. The salutary lessons she has 
taught are seldom effaced from the memory. Ah, if mothers were more 
faithful to their sacred trust, there would be less need of insisting on 
religious education in the school. 


Importance of the Catholic School 
But just because so many parents are incapable to impart this 
religious knowledge, Holy Church comes to their aid by the parochial 
school. Every Catholic child should attend a Catholic school. There, 
in the truly elevating atmosphere which pervades the school room, a 
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wealth of religious impressions are unconsciously imbibed by the child 
and pave the way for a good and successful life. This early religious 
training is all-important. Secular learning alone will never suffice for 
the welfare of our little ones. No amount of purely intellectual training 
will avail for the practice of Catholic truth later on in life amid the | 
stress and strain of the struggle against temptation. Supernatural mo- 
tives must mould the conduct. 

A life of the senses and worldly ambition will be the sole guide 
of children who have not been trained in the ways of God, who have 
not been taught to view things according to their eternal worth. The 
fascination of pleasure, the allurement of earthly interests, will soon 
drag them down to aims and habits that are low and selfish. Tempta- 
tion finds ready victims where no instruction was given to lift their 
thoughts and hearts above the passing things of time. Hence it is that 
in our school the matter of instruction in religious truth is looked 
upon as of vital importance. 


School Not Sufficient 


However, Holy Church can do little and the school less with 
children who do not receive religious home training. It is a mistake 
for parents to think that they fulfill their duty by simply sending their 
children to Catholic schools. It is of little use to inculcate religious 
truths by mere words, to insist upon the practice of religious duties 
in the early years of children, unless parents strengthen by their own 
example the teaching that is given. The frequentation of the Sacra- 
ments, the love of the holy mysteries of Faith, must be learned by the 
young hearts from the parents’ lips and the parents’ example. Esteem 
for the Sacrifice of Mass, so important in Christian lives, is another 
duty that must be first taught by religious fathers and mothers. Par- 
ents who teach the Faith to their little ones, but neglect in their daily 
lives to practice that which they inculcate, tear down with one hand 
what they build up with the other. Young as the children are, they 
see the contradiction and soon learn to think that of little value which 
the parents emphasize by teaching, but neglect in their own personal, 
practical lives. 


Means for Parents to Acquire Knowledge of Religion 


In order to be capable of giving the necessary instruction to their 
children, parents must themselves be well informed. Too often, alas! 
such is not the case. And how, indeed, can they be familiar with the 
truths of their Faith, if a Catholic paper or a Catholic magazine 
rarely finds entrance to their homes? The daily papers are there, 
though, and often periodicals of a questionable character, but how: 
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often are such homes devoid of even a page of Catholic literature! 

The sermons and instructions given in church are the ordinary 
means by which the average Catholic is to acquire any knowledge of 
his Faith. In addition there are retreats, missions, and various society 
meetings — all intended by the Church to arouse parents to a better 
life, and instruct them that they may grow in the knowledge of the 
truths of our holy religion. Parents should appreciate and attend 
these exercises, and subscribe to Catholic papers and reviews for their 
homes. This will equip them to fulfill toward their children a duty 
even more important than the very clothing and feeding of their little 
ones. It were indeed a great crime for parents to neglect the health 
of their children, to permit them to shiver from cold and to suffer 
from hunger. How much greater the crime to allow their little ones 
to grow up bereft of a knowledge of the most sacred truths of the 
Faith and starving for religious truth! 





Religion in the Home* 





Religion a Spiritual Food 


EW parents who send their children to a Catholic 
school will deny the necessity of religion in the school. 
They know that even if a school should be entirely 
non-sectarian and in no way opposed to religion, the 
mere absence of religion would itself be a great evil; 
for if education means the training and instructing of 
a child for the performance of the duties of life, it must needs embrace 
religious training and instruction, since the practice of religion is the 
first and foremost of life’s duties. Now what is true of the absence 
of religion in the school is equally true of its absence in the home. 
The supernatural graces which the child received in baptism, sancti- 
fying grace and the infused virtues of faith, hope and charity are 
awaiting nourishment and warmth in order to blossom forth and yield 
fruit; and to deny the child the religious food and atmosphere it 
craves is to stunt if not to thwart its spiritual growth. To say that 
no harm is done the child so long as it is taught nothing positively 
bad or irreligious, is just as false as to say that it will not harm a 
child to deprive it of food so long as you do not give it poison. 

Yet great as is the need of religion in the home for the proper 
molding of the infant mind and heart, how frequently is the hungry 
little soul of the child practically starved until it begins to attend 
a Catholic school! How often, too, is it not taught things that are 
positively bad, either by word or by example! How often are not 
things said or done or permitted in the presence of children and

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justified or excused with the remark that “they don’t know what it 
means,” or “it won’t do them any harm”! It may do them incal- 
culable harm. It is just this seed sown in the innocent child’s memory 
and imagination, from which later on evil will spring; and then the 
astonished parents wonder where the child learnt it. Small children 
are the most impressionable beings in the world, and the impressions 
which they receive are the ones that sink deepest and that will leave 
their traces all through life. 


Shifting the Burden 


One reason why the child’s religious education is often neglected 
at home is the tendency on the part of parents to disemburden them- 
selves of the duty of educating their children by committing that 
task entirely to others. The Catholic parochial school is unquestion- 
ably a splendid as well as a necessary institution; but it must be 
remembered that the education of children is in the first place the 
duty of the parents, and that the purpose of the school is only to 
co-operate with the parents, and in particular to take up the work 
at that point where the parents are no longer able to accomplish it 
satisfactorily themselves. That point, I am inclined to think, is or- 
dinarily not reached before the child completes its sixth year, since 
there are few parents who are unable, from lack of either time or 
knowledge, to teach their children all they need to know on enter- 
ing the first grade. There is, however, a growing custom of antici- 
pating that point by entrusting the child to others when it is only 
five, or even only three or four years old; and the cause of the cus- 
tom is the existence of the kindergarten. 


Kindergarten vs. Home Training 


There are those that favor the kindergarten; and it is easy to 
understand that, like a day nursery, it is a most welcome institution 
to mothers who are obliged to work away from home for the support 
of their families. While the use of the kindergarten in such a case 
is certainly above criticism, the same cannot be said in regard to 
its use by those parents who avail themselves of it merely to have 
the children off their hands. And, even where there is no lack of pa- 
rental love and care, there is likelihood that parents will send their 
children to the kindergarten simply because others do so; or from the 
mistaken notion that they are supposed to do so. Now, without wishing 
to dogmatize in the matter, I want to tell such parents that, in my 
opinion, the kindergarten training is not superior to home training; and 
that nothing is learned in the kindergarten that cannot be learned 
equally well at home. It is quite true that the school mistress who 
specializes in her work may be intellectually better equipped than many 
mothers for the education of very young children; but it is none the 
less true that the mother is by nature the child’s first and chief educa- 
tor; that the mother is nature’s own specialist just in the task of 
educating the child before it reaches the age of reason; and that, as 
regards religious training, it is every mother’s bounden duty to acquire 
so much knowledge as will enable her to teach her children that rudi- 
mentary religious knowledge that they should have before they com- 
plete their sixth year.

EW lessons of Holy Scripture are so consoling to the weary soul 
as that taught by Jacob’s dream. Exhausted and fatigued, he 
beheld a ladder reaching to heaven. Angels ascended this ladder

“I am speaking of heavenly spirits; they are as numerous as motes 
in a sunbeam. This morning on entering the choir I was in the act 
of adoring my God when He said to me: ‘You go seeking paradise; 
it is here I am surrounded by My angels and saints.’ Ah! there are 
whole legions of ‘angels in this sanctuary! Had we but one spark of 
faith, we should be filled with deepest reverence in the presence 
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of the greatness and majesty of God whom the angels adore!” 

God’s friends, like St. Mechtilde, a perpetual adorer of the Most 
Blessed Sacrament, have often beheld “legions” of angels surrounding 
the Sacred Host exposed. And St. John tells us how much incense 
was put in the golden censers of the angels. This incense is prayer.

No, I should even refuse to close, so that Thou couldst come out to visit the 
whole parish, to bless the children, heal the sick, console the afflicted, enrich 
the families, and fill all hearts with an ardent love of the Cross and the 
Eucharist! 

O dearest Jesus! Jf I were the little door of Thy Tabernacle, I would 
quickly open so that the torrents of Thy Divine grace would overflow and 
flood the whole parish, for, inundated by these blessed waters, this unculti- 
vated soil would soon be changed into a beautiful garden, where the fragrant 
flowers of virtue would vie with the delicate fruits of the love of God and 
of Christian heroism! 

O adorable Prisoner! If I were the little Tabernacle that hides Thee, I 
would burst open, that the rays of Thy Divine light emanating from Thy 
Sacred Countenance would illuminate all hearts, bring joy to the disconsolate, 
peace to troubled souls, fervor to the tepid, faith to the incredulous and hope 
to the distrustful. .. 

Open, dear little Tabernacle, that the Charity which in thee is enclosed, 
may be diffused throughout the whole world!

Words uttered by St. Teresa of the Child Jesus during the last five months 
of her saintly life, faithfully recorded by her sister, Mother Agnes of Jesus. 
Many of these sayings are not recorded in the autobiography of the “Little 
Flower,” nor elsewhere. 

May 21-26, 1897 
FTER my death, no wreathes are to be accepted to adorn my 
A coffin, as it was done for Mother Genevieve.f Rather, ask that 
the money that would be spent for flowers be used to buy 
negro children. Tell them that would please me. I wish for a little 
Theophane and a little Maria Therese. 

“T am convinced of the uselessness of remedies for my recovery, 
but I have come to the agreement with our dear Lord that they may 
accrue to the help of the poor missionaries who have neither the 
time nor the money to take care of themselves. I ask that all the care 
bestowed on me may make them well.” 


These remarks of St. Teresa breathe her well-nigh passionate love for 
the missions. No flowers for Teresa's coffin, — but rather an alms to purchase 
the soul of a pagan child to heaven. No desire for the medicines to effect 
her recovery, — but to benefit the weary missionaries. 

Teresa longed for missionary fruits, but not for missionary endeavors. 
She realized that love and the spirit of prayer are all-powerful in this world; 
that prayer is the greatest activity of the soul. While Teresa's heart burned 
with the ardor of a missionary, her spirit found its most fruitful form of 
missionary apostolate in the silent, mortified life of a contemplative nun. To 
the world at large, this is an incomprehensible paradox. It is because the 
world does not understand that the heart of the missionary apostolate is love; 
that its vivifying, energizing power, is prayer. It was by a special inspiration 
of the Holy Spirit that our gloriously reigning Pontiff, Pope Pius XI, the 
Pope of the missions, the Pope of Catholic Action, should select as patron 
of the missions, a young cloistered Carmelite nun, thereby proclaiming that 
the indispensable work among all others in the missionary field is the apos- 
tolate of prayer. 


“Tt has often been said that I am courageous, but there is so little 
truth in the remark that I have said to myself: ‘It will not do to let 
people lie that way!’ And with the help of grace I commenced to 
acquire courage. I acted like a warrior who hears his valor praised 
while he knows that he is a coward. He would finally become 
ashamed of these compliments and try to deserve them.”

Lisieux. 
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The courage of the saints is born of their spirit of mortification, their 
fortitude, and above all, their confidence in God. Their cry on the battlefield 
of life is that of St. Paul: “I can do all things in Him who strengtheneth 
me!” St. Francis de Sales asserts: “When one casts all his care on God, 
and rests wholly upon Him, being’ careful, meanwhile, to serve Him faithfully, 
God takes care of him; and the greater the confidence of such a one, the more 
the care of God extends over him; neither is there any danger of its failing, 
for God has an infinite love for those souls that repose in Him.” 

It was Sister Teresa's continual denial of self which won for her a 
recognition of her courage. She realized that our profit does not depend so 
much upon mortifying ourselves, as upon knowing how to mortify ourselves, 
that is, upon knowing how to choose the best mortifications, which are those 
most repugnant to our natural inclinations. Some are inclined to disciplines 
and fasts, and though they are difficult things, they embrace them with fervor, 
and practice them gladly and easily, on account of this leaning which they 
have towards them. But these same persons may be so sensitive in regard to 
reputation and honor, that the least ridicule, disapproval, or slight, is suffi- 
cient to throw them into a state of impatience and disquietude, and to give 
rise to such complaints as show an equal want of peace and virtue. These 
are the mortifications which they ought to embrace with the greatest readiness, 
for through these they will make rapid progress. 


“IT would rather stay in our cell than go down to the infirmary, 
because here others cannot hear me cough. Here I disturb no one. 
And then I shall have no merit when I am well cared for.” 

The desire to suffer without human consolation leads to heroism and 
perfection in the service of God. Sister Teresa had studied too intently in 
the school of Jesus Crucified to wish for any human comfort. It was the 
“Sitio —I thirst!" of Jesus upon the Cross which had first directed her youth- 
ful mind to assuage the thirst of the Divine Sufferer by making Him a return 
of love. This “Sitio” re-echoed at every moment in her soul after her en- 
trance into Carmel, and she longed so ardently to share the pain, the ignominy, 
the abandonment of her Crucified Love that she did not wish others to know 
how intensely she suffered. One ounce of the cross is worth more than a 
million pounds of prayer. One day of crucifixion is worth more than a 
hundred years of all other exercises. One moment upon the Cross is worth 
more than to taste the delights of paradise! 


“The holy innocents are not children in heaven. They only re- 
tain the inexpressible charms of childhood. They are represented as 
children because pictures are necessary to make us understand spiritual 


things... Yes, I hope to join them soon!”

y OR many weeks she had watched and wept beside the 
bed of her little child, her only one, but that day they 
had laid him in the grave. Worn and weary with 
sorrowful vigils she sought her couch, a desolate 
mother, not comforted by the thought that to him sin 
and sorrow would be unknown forever — not resigned 
to the decree that had taken him from the arms of her 
love into the sweet compassion and infinite tenderness of God.

What had been the farther side of the 
stream was now close to her vision, and she saw, as before, many 
women, singly and in groups, some standing, others pacing slowly up 
and down, or sitting beside the peaceful waters of the river. They 
were clad in soft white garments that trailed noiselessly along the 
grass, gemmed with white and purple blossoms, and she heard no 
sounds of laughter or of singing as before, but only the echoes of 
hidden music, so heavenly in its cadence that it fell like balm upon 
her troubled soul. A holy quiet seemed to rest upon the place. As 
she gazed into the calm, peaceful faces of the throng, she said to her 
guide: “Pray, tell me, who are these, and why are they so content 
and full of inward joy?

“Look,” he said, “and then, if thou wilt, clasp closer still thy wild, 
unreasoning sorrow.” 

The scene was changed; the same deep, quiet valley still, but 
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bathed in a lurid light that made the cliffs stand out in cruel, ragged 
outlines, casting grotesque shadows on the level sward, whereon the 
grass seemed to have grown high and rank and to be choked with 
weeds. The hurrying stream flowed darkly onward; frail, rudderless 
boats, bearing shadowy occupants, tossed hither and thither on its 
bosom, while from out the semi-darkness came loud, despairing cries 
as though from the strangling throats of drowning men and women.

Desolate one, dost thou envy them, these unhappy 
mothers of the world?” 

She gazed into the compassionate eyes of the angel, tender yet 
stern, and as she gazed, sweet tears welled up from the fountains of 
her soul, and flowed unchecked upon his guiding hand. She wept 
at last, poor mother, but the peace of resignation shone on her face, 
as between mighty sobs she murmured: “I thank thee, dear angel, 
and Thee, O gracious, compassionate Savior, that even with my poor, 
crushed, bleeding heart I may be numbered among the happiest mothers 
of the world.”
